One  of  the  many  ways  in  which  students  and  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  can  increase  their  knowledge  and  at  the  same  time  enjoy 
a  bit  of  relaxation  is  by  attending  the  College  assemblies.  The 
assembly  committee  has  worked  diligently  to  provide  programs 
which  will  be  of  interest  to  the  entire  College  community. 

It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  the  College  auditorium  was  not 
half-filled  last  November  10' when  Dwight  Cooke  presented  his 
informative  and  entertaining  lecture  for  American  Education 
Week.  Why  were  so  many  persons  absent?  The  Den,  the  Library, 
and  all  College  businesses  were  closed,  and  ail  classes  were  dis¬ 
missed;  so  there  couldn't  have  been  any  conflicts..

Cooke  Discusses 
Education  Values 

Dwight  Cooke,  world  traveler, 
writer,  and  holder  of  degrees 
from  Harvnrd  and  Princeton  uni-, 
verslties,  told  the  College  assem¬ 
bly,  November  10,  why  the  ap¬ 
plication  of  one’s  education  Is  a 
chief  concern  to  the  Intelligent 
person. 

"The  main  purpose  of  an  edu¬ 
cation  is  to  protect  yourself,  and 
this  can  be  done  only  through  the 
application  of  your  education," 
stated  Mr.  ,  Cooke.  "The  pro¬ 
tection  is  from  economic  want, 
boredom,  and  an  early  death.” 

Speaking  informally,  he  told 
the  assembly  that  seeking  an  ed¬ 
ucation  is  letting  oneself^  in  for 
something  one  will  not  like. 

Mr.  Cooke  said,  "An  edu¬ 
cated  mail  searches  the  fu¬ 
ture,  while  an  uneducated 
man  fears  the  future,  re¬ 
spects  the  past.” 

As  a  news  annlyst,  Mr.  Cooke 
discussed  front-page  highlights 
and  made  predictions. 

“President  Eisenhower’s  heart 
attack  closed  the  pages  of  the 
history  following  the  Second  War. 

In  the  past  the  people  of  the 
United  States  have  left  decisions 
up  to  him;  now  they  will  have  to 
use  their  own  intelligences. 
Cooke  went  on  to  say  that  Presl-  ; 
dent  Eisenhower  is  not  going  to 
run  again,  that  "basically  Russia  • 
is  stalling  for  lime,  she  needs  I 
more  manpower,”  and  in  re-  I 
gard  to  cpmmunist  aggression,  | 
"the  showdown  will  come  in  Asia, 
on  the  China  mainland.”  I

eign  countries  with  needs  with-  1 
out  naive  desire  •  for  gratitude  or 
thanks  because  "foreign  aid  is  a  ;

A 
good  deal. 

Additions  to  the  library  include 
a  244  year  old  first  edition, 
"Twenty-two  Select  Colloquies”  by 
Erasmus. 

Especially  valuable  to  those  do¬ 
ing  graduate  work  in  American 
history  are  the  newly  acquired 
volumes  of  the  "Congressional 
Record”  which  cover  the  period 
1896-1904.  This  record  of  activities 
in  Congress  was  donated  by  Ed¬ 
win  Hill. 

"Shorthorn,”  a  122  volume  ref¬ 
erence  collection,  has  been  donate 
ed  to  the  library  by  Mr.  R.  T. 
Wright.  It  is  a  record  of  every 
pedigreed  shorthorn  cow  and  bull 
born  in  the  United  States  during 
the  30  year  period  after  1872.
